Statehood stamp, issued in 1945, 

The sale of stamps at the Phila- 
telic Agency for the month of No- 
vember, amounted to $206,690.12. 
There were 405,280 covers cancel- 
ed on the first-day sale of the 
Coast Guard stamp at New York 
on November 10, 1945. Total num- 
ber of stamps sold amounted to 1- 
991,858, having a value of $50,- 
$50,755.74.

The stamp 
is of a magenta color, issued first day at Madrid, Spain, Novem- 
ber 27th, 1945. The,stamp honoring Captain Haya is to be a 4 


Peseta value and was not issued on the same day as this as had 


been expected. 





Ten Cent Jefferson 
With Secret Mark 


Our illustration of the pair of 
10c Jefferson, one with and one 
without secret mark in our issue 
of the 6th December brings a let- 
ter from Dr. R. C. Fisher. of Buf- 
falo who calls our attention to a 
reference to this variety in a book 
by Mr. E. B. Power, published in 
1909 when he was head of the 
Stanley Gibbons business in New 
York. . 

We quote from page 62 of this 
book which is titled, “The General 
Issues of United States Stamps, 
Their Shades and Varieties.’ Mr 
Powers says: “The Continental 
Company cut a small curve of 
color in the ball under the E of 
POSTAGE, and I have in my pos- 
session a pair of this stamp print- 
ed by the American Co. on soft 
paper, one of which has, and the 
other has not this curve. The 
stamp both with and without the 
“secret” marks come on soft pa- 
per, those without the curve being 
described as “printed from the 
original plate.” Theories have been 
advanced at to the wearing away 
of the curved line, but I hardly 
credit them, as the cut is deep 
and full of color. Possibly one 
stamp or more than one on the 
plate was not altered. Anyhow, 
whatever the cause may be, this 
unsevered pair that I have stiil 
stands out as the great unsolved 
puzzle of this issue.” 

For the pair we illustrated we 
can also state that the cut with 


the color is very deep and clear 
and we feel certain that the other 


stamp never did have a cut in the 
ball, thus making it a stamp that 
was not altered, just as Mr. Pow- 
er had described. 


F. D. Sale Of Smith 
Stamp Breaks Record 
Says P.-M. 6. Hannegan 








In connection with the first- 
day sale of the Alfred E. Smith 
commemorative postage stamp, 
Postmaster General Hannegan 
announced that it broke all pre- 
vious records. Figures given out 
by him shows that there were 
5,180,959 of this 3-cent stamp 
sold at New York on the first- 
day And that 424,950 covers were 
canceled. The value of the stamps 
sold amounted to $155,428.77. 
The highest previous recorded 
first day sale was that of the 
stamp honoring the United States 
Coast Guard on November 10, 
1945, when 1,991,858 stamps were 
sold. On April 30, 1939, when the 
first day sale of the World’s 
Fair stamp took place at New 
York, 1,964,743 stamps were sold. 

Figures for the Coast Guard 
stamp are 1,991,858 stamps sold, 
value $59,755 and number of first 
day covers canceled is 405,280. 

It has been noted in the past 
several months, that first day 
sales and first day covers have 
been showing a gradual rise with 
each succeeding new stamp. 

This is indicative of the tre- 
mendous new interest in our 
hobby and also of the added in- 
terest in first day covers.

More Flag Stamp 
Double Prints Are 
Found By Heartwell 


From Mr. James C. Heartwell 
of Long Beach, Calif., we have 
three more flag stamp varieties te 
report and all are used _ copie 
thus showing the opportunity a 
have or making finds in these 
stamps which show perhaps more 
varieties than any Modern U. S&S, 
Issues. 

The items found by Mr. Hearte 
well are a single copy of the Poe 
land showing a double print of 
the word POLAND but not of the 
red in the flag, also a complete 
double printing of the entire black 
portion of the flag, including the 
pole. While this double , shows 
faintly, it is nevertheless a clearly, 
seen doubling. 

There is also a copy of one of the 
Korea stamps in which the entire 
black print in this flag, including 
the pole shows double, none of 
the color being doubled. 

The above are both single co« 
pies, but this next item in a block 
of four is the Greece stamp and 
the flag pole is double on both of 
the left hand stamps in the block. 
It has been observed in the past 
that these doubles run vertically 
through the sheets, so that if a 
double print is found in any po« 
sition, all of the stamps in the 
same vertical row will show the 
doubling.« Frequently the vertical 
row to the right or left will also 
show traces of doubling, although 
one row is always stronger than 
the others. This has held true in 
all doubles we have seen thus far, 
with the single exception of the 
first ones reported, the NORWAY, 
which were doubled practically all 
over the sheet.

Now that the censorship regu- 
lations are relaxed it is possible 
| to give some account of the events 
leading up to the issue of what 
collectors think are the worst 
looking stamps of the George VI 
issue, the “Constitution” set of 
Jamaica. 


Jamaica was one of the worst 
economically affected countries of 
the British Empire by the war. 
The main industry, the banana 
trade was completely stopped 
and had to be dumped into 


the sea. German submarines 
blockaded the island and 
boasted, via radio, “He who 
sails from Jamaica is already 


dead.” Then in 1944 a great hurri- 
cane swept the island, destroying 
90 per cent of the banana and 50 
per cent of the coconut trees. 


During this time the natives had 
not been idle in claiming increas- 
ed privileges. Egged on by Ger- 
man spies and propaganda, this 
led to serious riots, in which peo- 
ple were killed, and in 1944 Eng-

In July, 1940, subscriber Robert 
L. Jones, of Philadelphia, sent 
seven covers (30c franking, Euro- 
pean addressees) to the postmas- 
ter, Boston, requesting that they 
be dispatched on the “forthcom- 
ing” first flight from Boston, 
which the press had just forecast. 

In October, 1942, the flight not 
yet having taken place, clerk in 
charge W. B. Walton of Boston 
AMF wrote Mr. Jones asking for 
further instruction on the covers; 
the reply was a request to ‘hold 
them, if possible, until such time 
as a flight should leave Boston for 
Europe.

Stamps are more than mere 
pieces of paper used for postage. 
They are a means of portraying 
the history and accomplishments 
of our growing nation. Even in

Pocahontas Portrayed 


The second woman _portray- 
ed on a stamp was Pocahontas, 
the Indian girl who saved Cap- 


tain John Smith’s life. She ap- 
pears on the 5 cent issue of 1907. 
If the name of Pocahontas were 
not below the picture, one would 
hardly guess who she was, for 
she is not wearing an Indian cos- 
tume, but fashionable clothes of 
her day. 

The third time a woman’s head 
appeared on a stamp was August 
26, 1936. A 3 cent stamp was 
issued in commemoration of the 
ratification of the woman suf- 
frage amendment, and bore the 
head of Susan B. ‘Anthony, pione- 
er of the movement for women’s 
rights. 

In 1940, an issue of stamps was 
printed commemorating famous 
Americans: authors, poets, edu- 
cators and scientists were hon- 
oured. Here we find Louisa M. 
Alcott among the authors; Fran- 
ces Willard with the educators, 
and Jane Addams, founder of 
Hull House, with the scientists.
